Notice  is  hereby  given  in 
accordance  with  G.S.  150B-12 
that  the  North  Carolina  Milk 
Conmission  intends  to  amend 
regulation  entitled  ^  NCAC  7 

.0507.  Tlie  purpose  of  tlie 
proposed  amendments  is  to  make 
permanent  the  temporary 
amendments  to  4  NCAC  7  .0507(a), 
(d)  and  (i)  which  establishes  a 
new  formula  for  determining  the 
Class  I  price  for  milk  sold  by 
North  Carolina  processors  in  the 
state  and  to  provide  for  the 
announcement  of  a  lower  price  if 
it  is  determined  that  out  of 
state  processors  are  paying  a 
lovjer  price  for  milk  v/liich  they 
ship  into  the  state.  This 
temporary  amendment  is  identical 
to  the  temporary  amendment 
adopted  on  December  17,  1985.  to 
be  effective  January  3.  1986, 
which  was  repealed  on  May  3  in 
order  to  permit  the  adoption  of 
another  temporary  amendment  in 
order  to  comply  wilh  the 
technical  changes  in  the  law 
regarding  the  hearing  notice 
period  and  comment  pei-iod. 

The  proposed  effective  date  of 
this  action  is  September  1, 
1986.
